The 
news was conveyed to him early this 
morning by a representative of the 
Associated Press.' The President re- 
ceived the Information as almost In- 
conceivable, as the last word he had 
received was that the Secretary was 
Improving rapidly and was quite out 


" of danger. 


NEWS TO PRESIDENT. 


'When the President was in Cam- 
, bridge, Mass, on Wednesday, he had 


a consultation with Dr. Jackson, of 


._,BO;ston, who had been summoned 
to 


the bedside of Secretary Hay at the 
Jtaclpiency of his illness. Assurances 
were given by Dr Jackson that while 
the Secretary had been a very siclc 
man, he then was evidently on the 
road to recovery 
Dr Jackson said 


that the consulting physicians agrped 
with hitn in the expression of 
this 


opinion. 


President Roosevelt uelieved when 


Secretary Hay 
went 
abroad in the 


spring that he might not be able again 
/to actively resume his onerous duties 
land responsibilities as Secretary of 
State, but when Mr. Hay returnee: to 
Washington !uis condition 
was so 


greatly improved that both he and the 
President hoped that with a summer's 
rest at Lake Sunapee he might be 
ai^e for a time at least to continue the 
direction of the State Department. 


HE LIKED HAY. 


The death of Secretary Hay, so en- 


tirely unexpected, came as a per- 
sonal bereavement to the President. 
With him the President was on terms 
of the warmest personal 
friendship 


Tlie Secretary's home was one place 
in 
"Washington 
which 
President 


Roosevelt visited with frequency. In- 
deed, it was a habit with the Presi- 
dent while returning to the 
, House from church on Sunday, 
to 


stop at the residence ot Secretary Hay 
for an informal talk, about matters 


mutual interest. Their coiwersa- 


bns on such occasions uere not con- 
:ed by any means to governmental 


topics, especially those pertaining to 
literature and the arts and sciences 


Secretary Hay was a warm friend 


of,President Roosevelt's father and 
he therefore, had known, the Presi- 
dent since tbp tatter's childhood. They 
had many tastes and desires in com- 
mon and the t^s which bound them 
to each other were those of 
deep 


respect and sincere affection. 


ROOSEVELT'S MESSAGE. 


Immediately on the receipt of the 


news of Secretary Hay's death Presi- 
dent Roosevelt indited a message to 
Mrs. Hay expressive in a measure of 
his profound sorrow at her bereave- 
ment. This iressage was as follows: 


"Mrs. John Hay, Lake Sunapee: 
"I cannot believe the dceadfui news. 


Pray accept our deepest sympathy in 
your terrible bereavement I do not 
know what to say to express

sorrow t 


"THEODORE ROOSEVELT." 


The President indicated his Suten- 


tion to attend the funeral of Mr. Hay, 
but, of course, could not suggest when 
it might be held It is regarded as 
likely, however,, that the fuiural ser- 
vices will be helfl in Washington. The 
probabilities are that the Interment 
iv ill be at Cleveland, Ohio, the Secre- 
tary's old home. 


TAFT TO MAKE TRIP. 


The death of Secretary Hay, It is 


believed, will make no change in the 
plans of Secretary Taft to go to the 
Philippines. It is regarded as prob- 
able that no immediate ^election will 
be made It Is not unlikely that on 
the return of Secretary Taft from 
the Far Eastern trip he may be ap- 
pointed Secretary of State, although 
nothing definite at this time can be 
said on this point.

John Hay, Philanthropic Statesman 


John Hay's death is more than a national loss; it is a loss to 


humanity, a loss to righteousness in international intercourse. 


Mr. Hay was the founder of a new school of diplomacy. 
He 


sought no ulterior advantages, resorted to no subterfuges, never dis- 
simulated, indeed discarded all the arts of duplicity and trickery which 
have been heretofore regarded as inseparable from diplomacy. 
It 


was said of him that he played his cards face upward. He was frank 
and open in his dealings with the diplomatic representatives of_ other 
powers. He believed that nations should be as honest as individuals, 
and that diplomatists should be as honorable and truthful as gentle- 
rhen are esteemed to be. 


In short, he set the world an example of what a diplomatist should 


be, and in doing so placed himse1f in the first rank of the world's cab- 
inet ministers and established the prestige of the United States in 


' diplomatic councils. 


Mr. Hay was a statesman of the first rank as well as^a diplomatist 


of rare ability. He was gifted with both imagination and breadth of 
mind. In his early years he served as private secretary to_Mr. Lincoln 
during the greatest crisis in American history, and the military, finan- 
cial and political tasks devolving on the administration 'eft ineffaceable 


I- 
impress on a mind at once quick, penetrating and receptive. 
His 


after experience ripened his intellect and better fitted him for the 
splendid achievements of his later life. He was by times Secretary of 
the French legation, Assistant Secretary of State and Ambassador to 
England, and during intervals wrote a life of Abraham Lincoln in 
collaboration with John G. Nicolay, and was for five years an editor 
of the New York Tribune. 


He was a finished, scholarly public man of the highest type, and an 


American statesman of the noblest school. He has honoted his coun- 
try, and his countrymen honor him profoundly and affectionately. 


Senator Mitchell's lawyers appear to be acting on the old maxim, 


"If you have a bad case abuse plaintiffs attorney." Judge Bennett's 
efforts to demonstrate the innocence of his client consisted largely of 
a personal denunciation of Frank J. Heney, special counsel for the 
government. His contention that Mr. Heney is actuated by malice 
and is trying to convict rn innocent man by improper methods is the 
cheapest sort of claptrap. It ought not to deceive a ten year old child, 
but the stress laid upon it is an indication of the extreme weakness of 
the case for the defense. 


A few days ago the Napa Register wanted the Western Pacific 


shops located 'at Napa, alleging that it had inside information to the 
effect that the main line of the road was to run north of the bay and 
through Napa. The Western Pacific's $50,000,000 bond mortgage 
has since been filed with the various county recorders of the coun- 
ties to be traversed by the road, and that instrument shows that the 
main line is to run from Oakland through Stockton and Sacramento. 
Apparently the Napa Register got its inside information from the 
Colusa Sun, which has all along been telling the Western Pacific 
people that they did not know where to locate their line. Napa will 
have to do without either the road or the shops. 


Publisher and Correspondent. 


Why should a newspaper proprietor apologize for refusing to 


print, at his own expense and to the probable exclusion of more valu- 
able matter, communications, whether signed or unsigned, written 
by persons who wish to address the public without incurring the 
trouble and expense of hiring a hall? 


This query is suggested by a discussion prompted by a Socialist 


sw^ writer taking the Sacramento Bee to task for refusing to give place 
^^""^tjfejts columns to ar annonymous communication. The Bee resented 


thfeehajge, stating that it declined to publish the screed primarily upon 
the grouSa that jts author refused to sign his name to it. The cor- 
respondence shows that the editor gave as an additional reason for de- 
clining to print that the cbmmunication was unjust to another cor- 
respondent. 


It is assumed by the. correspondent who desired to air his views 


annonymously that he had a vested right to have his article printed 
in another man's paper at somebody else's expense. Apparently the 
Bee acknowledges the validity of this claim to a limited extent. 


Why should it make any such acknowledgement? Why should 


another journal assume, by giving publication to a complaint of this 
character, that persons who write to newspapers are entitled to have 
their articles printed? A newspaper is not a vehicle which every crank 
or faddist may ride free of charge. 
We know individuals without 


standing or claim to respect who will keep up a diarrhoea of commun- 
ications if any newspaper will give their scribblings place. Such a 
^ 
person waJits to keep up a continual argument with the others with 
whom he happens, in the plentitude of his leisure and the vagrancy of 
his mental processes, to disagree. 


A newspaper is private property as much as a street c?r or a 


steamboat. Space in it is worth money just as a room in a hotel 
h worth money. It costs money to run newspapers just as it costs 
money to run anything else. It costs money to put communications 
in type, money for the space they occupy, money for tb- white paper 
on which they are printed, money for the ink us-vd, and money to 
operate the press which prints them. What moral or other justifica- 
tion is there for the claim that the publisher shotild render this private 
service for nothing, even when it is antagonistic to his interests, his 
ideas of propriety, or his views of public policy' 


Primarih the business of a newspaper is the purveying of news. 


To this mission it adds a function of its own—that of expressing the 
opinions of its proprietor on general topics and questions of public 
policy and social economy. Criticizing books and plays come within 
the scope of this function. Now the person who writes to newspapers 
desires to editorialize at somebody else's expense. He wants to use 
somebody else s prbperty io ventilate his grievances, air his opinions 
or gratify his personal enmities. Again, why should any newspaper 
publisher apologize tor denying him the privilege? 


Of course, communications of the right sort are welcome to 


every discerning editor and are given prominence according to their 
value. If they have no value they should go into the w,aste basket. 
But whether valuable or not, the publisher is under no obligation to 
print them. As a matter of policy this paper rarely refuses to print 
communications couched in decorous language and signed by those 
who write them, even when the publisher disagres with the views 


** 
expressed. But it denies that it is under any obligation to do so. To 
acknowledge anv such obligation would keep the pages of THE 
TRIBUNE perpetually encumbered with the effusions of cranks, 
nuisances and aimless scribblers. We will gladly give place to what- 
ever any reputable citizen has to say of interest upon any topic or is- 


-J.\ sue of general import, but we by no means do it because there is any 
—^> "moral obligation to do so resting on the editor. 


To admit such an obligation would be to open these columns to 


those wtio would preach Mormonism or anarchy, or who would abuse 
^the President and the government of the United States, or who wohld 


sf|end the moral sentiment of the community or the religious sensi- 
bilities of large bodies of the population. 


Those who do not like this policy are at liberty to hire a hall—or 


start a newspaper of their own."*

A Good Set of Resolutions. 


_ The series of resolutions treating of street and park maintenance 


and the enforcement of the ordinances relating to them, introduced 
in the Council Thursday night by President Fitzgerald, embody a 
vigorous and comprehensive policy which should by all means be 
adopted. If the Council and the Board of Public Works will only 
follow out the resolutions to the letter there will-be a striking change 
for the better in the aspect of Oakland's streets and squares two years 
hence. 
^ 
\ 


One of the best things in the resolutions is the announcement 


that wooden sidewalks and crosswalks must go. They are but tem- 
porary makeshifts at best, and are a serious reflection on the enter- 
prise of any city using them extensively. 
The city ought to adopt 


the policy of replacing wooden sidewalks with stone, cement or as- 
phalt as speedily as possible, and property owners should be emphat- 
ically denied the privilege of laying down new wood sidewalks in the 
place of old ones. From now on no one should be permitted to lay 
wooden sidewalks. 


But stern measures are required to make property owners lay 


sidewalks of any kind in front of unimproved property. All over the 
city are to be seen gaps in the sidewalks, where the cement ends and 
stretches of rotting boards and weeds begin. Such evidences of parsi- 
mony and lack of public spirit should be removed. All the power the 
law gives the Council and the Board of'Public Works should be em- 
ployed to compel owners to lay decent sidewalks in front of their prop- 
erty. 


With respect to requiring the street railways and the telephone 


and lighting companies to comply fully with all ordinances relating to 
the care of streets and precautions to prevent accidents, the resolu- 
tions are admirably direct. Corporations as well as individuals should 
be required to do their full duty. It is nothing but right that the Trac- 
tion Company should pay two-thirds of cost of repaying Fourteenth' 
street from Market to Peralta. The company has torn up that street 
twice, putting the property owners to expense, and now it proposes 
to abandon the franchise on that part of the thoroughfare. 
There 


should be some compensation for the citizens who are thus incon- 
venienced and put to expense. 
» 


However, every citizen of Oakland should read the Fitzgerald 


resolutions for himself and ascertain precisely what it is the Council 
proposes to do. The policy outlined in them should be backed up 
vigorously by public sentiment, for it is the kernel of growth and mun- 
icipal adornment.

BOARD PLANS TO SETTLE 


GARBAGE QUESTION. 


Draws Up a Set of Propositions to 


Be Submitted to 


City Council. 


. 


It was the Health Board's turn last 


night to wrestle with the garbage .ques- 
tion, and, they did so by formulating a 
series of propositions. _to be set before 
the City Council -when it comes" to for- 
mulate a new garbage ordinance. 
The 


matter was; referred to the Board of 
Health by the special. committee which 
discussed the question last Wednesday, 
night, it being the committee's purpose 
in so referreing 
it 
that the sanitary 


features might be thought out in detail. 
The matter was hashed 
o%-er by the 


board from every conceivable side atnd 
a number of features-were recommended 
to insure that the garbage shall be col-i 
lected in a thoroughly sanitary manner. 


The board worked 
upon the under- 


standing that present conditions demand 
that the gartfage, after it has been col- 
lected, shall be cremated^ 
It 
seemed 


to be the understanding of all the mem- 
bers of the board present that this was 
the only manner in which it could be dis- 
posed of which would be at once sani- 
tary and economical. 
On-this basis the 


following features were formulated to 
be introduced into the new ordinance: 


WAGONS.—It was thought necessary 


to do away with the kind of wagons 
that were formerly to be seen, both' be- 
cause they were unsightly, and because 
,they were unhealthy. 
It was therefore 


specified that all wagons should be lined 
at once with galvanized iron and have 
covers of the same material. As fast as 
these should wear out they were to be 
repiaced with the pressed steel wagons 
made especially for the purpose. 
All 


drivers of .garbage 
wagons are to be 


licensed by the Health Department. 


CANS.—Each householder is to provide 


himself with a can to receive the gar- 
bage. This is to be made of galvanired 
iron and have a like cover. Anotiier or- 
dinance already provides that a metal 
can must he used for the reception of 
ashes.

lime. 
The driver is to similarly cleanse 


his wagon each evening. 


CREMATION.—Each driver IE to dis- 


pose of the garbage collected during the 
day by cremation and by cremation only. 
The garbage is to be disposed of, if pos- 
sible, upon the day collected. 


SEPAKATION.^-Each householder is to 


separate his garbage from the ashes and 
keep the two separate by means of the 
two cans . mentioned.

Ewer, M. D., showed that it would be 
impossible for the department 
to see 


that these demands were complied with 
unless the office be given an additional 
inspector. He thought it necessary that 
there be one man whose sole- duty it 
should be to keep track of the collection 
of garbage and its disposal and see that 
this was done according to the ordinance. 
The other members of the board con- 
curred with Dr. Ewer, and it was recom- 
mended that such

known as Inspector of Yard Sanitation,, 
be - allowed the 
department, 


OTHER COLLECTIONS.—In the mat- 


ter of the collection of garbage from 
hotels, restaurants and butcher shops, as 
is done by owners of stock ranches for 
making use of table and like leavings to 
feed hogs and chickens, it was provided 
that their wagons should comply with 
the restrictions placed upon the others 
and that they also should be licensed. 


All wagons, 
it was specified, should 


be kept carefully closed while in transit. 


These propositions are to be laid be- 


fore the special Council committee en- 
gaged in the drafting of a garbage or- 
dinance. It is considered likely that they 
will be -in the main part adopted.

With all this the Republicans are having a ludicrously hard 


lime to find a candidate for Mayor who will contest with the now 
discredited Sehmitz for the honor of ruling over the city. The 
men who it is felt could be elected will have none of the nomina- 
tion, while it is feared that none of the men who are chasing the 
nomination could be elected. But one or two more breaks like 
the attack on "The Bulletin" and almost anybody could defeat 
Schmitz; and this recent outbreak may so turn the tide that after 
the votes are counted in NOA ember people will wonder that any- 
body had any hesitation in taking the nomination against our 
Mayor. It may be another case of Livernash and Kalin. 


Before the last election the Republicans could not find a can- 


didate to run for Congress against Ln ernash, who was to haA e 
both the Union Labor and the Democratic nominations. 
The 


managers went from this available to that aspirant peddling the 
nomination around. The aspirants sniffed at it and then shook 
their heads, and the aA ailable made excuses and ran away. The 
only man who could be found to accept the nomination Avas poor 
old Julius Kahn that nobody seemed to Avant. Herrin said to 
the managers, "For HeaA'en's sake get any onelDut him!" But 
Kahn became the only possible candidate and was taken up as a 
last resort, with the expectation and even the hope that he would 
be defeated. But it will be remembered that he beat Livernash 
something like 7,000, and that a popular candidate probably 
A\ ould have won by from 10,000 to 12,000. 
So if Schmitz and 


Ruef go fooling around with mobs injuring and discommoding 
the voters, almost any kind of a Republican will be able to beat 
linn as easily as Kahn beat Livernash.

A few months ago the/Sank of California decided to increase 


its capital stock by the issue of 10,000 shares at a value of $350 
per share. Then along in March came a circular from the direc- 
tors of the bank saying that a large eastern financial interest had 
agreed to take 5.000 of those shares at $375 a share and asking 
each holder of the old stock in the bank to surrender one-half of 
his right to the new issue of stock for a bonus of $25 per share. 
The surrender was to be-made to Homer S. King, Charles E. 
Bishop and William Babcock,- and the circular issued by the di- 
1 ectors declared, among other things, tMs: 


"We deem it fair and proper to state that no person who is 


today a stockholder in the bank is in any way interested, directly 
or indirectly, in the proposed purchase of said 5,000 shares, an^P 
that the poficy and management of the bank will not be changed 
as a result of such purchase.'' 


On the 15th of this month it was announced that the stock 


had been sold and that the purchaser was thr Mutual Life Insur- 
ance Company of New York. Then people opened their eyes at 
this, because William Babcock is the resident director of the 
Mutual Life and is also a director of the Bank of California. 
And yet that circular had solemnly said, "No person who is to- 
day a stockholder in the bank is in any way interested, directly 
or indirectly, in the proposed purchase of said 5,000 shares.'' 
That would look very much like a harmless little 
fib.

But the purchase of the Mutual Life does not look like good 


fianciering. The Bank of California stock is nominally worth 
today about $340 a share, though there is practically no "trading 
in it. «So the Mutual Life paid $35 a share more than the stock 
is quoted at, or a matter of $175,000 too much for the 5,000 
shares. Insurance Commissioner Hendricks of New York is 
after the Mutual Life, and he may turn up this transaction. 
If 


he should insist upon standardizing the investment of the insur- 
ance company as he is supposed to have done in the case of the 
Equitable, these 5,000 shares of Bank of California .stock will 
have to be thrown upen the market or else taken over by some 
syndicate; and it is hardly likely that a syndicate would pay $35 
a share above the market value of the stock, even though the 
holding will be a very desirable one, as the bank is thoroughly 
sound and prosperous.

PLAN A TEMPLE. 


Increase of Capital Stock is Favored 


By Flembers of Order in 


University Town. 


•' BERKELEY, July 1.—Important 
mat- 


ters were discussed last night at a meet- 
Ing of Masons in Odd Fellows' Hall, held 
for the purpose of considering the ques- 
tion, of Increasing the capital stock of 
the Masonic Temple Association of Ber- 
keley from 550,000 to 
5100,000, 
Senti- 


ment was found to 
be almost unani- 


mously In favor of the proposed in- 
crease. With the Increased capitaliza- 
tion of the association active steps will 
be taken toward the erection of the 
fcandsome Masonic Temple, -which Is to 
occupy the site at the northeast corner 
of Shattuck avenue and, Bancroft. 
The 


increased capitalization Is made neces- 
Bary through the fact that the temple 
win cost in the neighborhood of $70,000. 
Already $12,000 worth of stock in the 
association has heen sold and it is ex- 
pected that a large amount will be sub- 
scribed at to-night's meeting. 


As there are now more than GOO Masons 


residing: In Berkeley, and as the stock 
In the.Temple'Association is open to all 
Masons, there is every reason to believe 
that the entire stock will be disposed of 
In a 
comparatively 
short time. The 


growth of the Masonic order in Berkeley 
has been in 
keeping 
with the rapid 


growth of .the college town, the proposed 
erection of the temple being a proof of 
the rapid strides 
made 
by the local 


lodges during the last few years. Fred 
H. Dakin is president of the Temple As- 
sociation and Clarence Merrill secretary. 
' The plans for the temple have been 
B-pprovod and accepted by the associa- 
.tlon, while the property, on which the 
Structure Is to be erected is free from, all 
encumbrances. 
The site itself is ones of 


the best in Berkeley, situated as it is 
almost in the heart of the business sec- 
tion and on the lines of both Key route 
and Southern Pacific railways, together 
yrith two street car lines. 


According to the accepted plans for 


the temple, It will be four stories in 
belght. The first floor will consist of five 


elegant stores—three on Shattuck avenue 
and two on Bancroft way. 
There will 


be water-tight basements with nine-foot 
ceilings, lighted by electricity and pro- 
vided with all modern accommodations. 
On the second floor special "attention has 
been given to the most convenient ar- 
rangement of the several rooms. On this 
floor will be the banquet hall, armory 
and kitchen. 
The armory and banquet 


hal! will be so arranged that they can 
be thrown into one immense room 100 
feet long and from 30 to 48 feet wide, 
with a seating capacity of 1.200, 


On the third floor will be the main 


lodge room, which will be 57x62 feet 
In proportion. It will be elaborately fin- 
ished with Corinthian pilasters and or- 
namental frieze work extending around 
the entire room. 
The • ceiling will be 42 


foet high, extending to the roof of the 
building. There will also be a smoking 
room and numerous committee-rooms on 
this floor. 


The fourth fldor will include a small 


lodge room in the southeast corner, to- 
gether with numerous ante-rooms and 
hall. 
A portion of the floor will be 


used for store-rooms until the demand 
for more room, when ii can be quickly 
converted into useful compartments. 


In the structure of the temple close 


attention will be given to every detail, 
and nothing conducive, to health and 
comfort will be omitted. The arrange- 
ments for lighting the building will be 
perfect; provision is made for the in- 
stallation of an electric elevator of the 
most approved pattern, and the greatest 
consideration has been given the heat- 
big and electrical 
ventilation of 
the 


structure, all of which will be as perfect 
as modern science can make it. 


Berkeley' now contains two large and 


rapidly growing blue lodges, a Chapter 
of Royal Arch Masons and a Chapter of 
the Order of the Eastern Star, together 
with numerous other fraternal organiza- 
tions. 
It is understood that upon the 


completion of the Masonic Temple that 
a Knights Templar Commandery will be 
formed here.
